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Sambe language 


Sambe is a presumably extinct Plateau language of Nigeria once 
spoken in the village of the same name. The Sambe people have 
shifted to Ninzo. 

Sambe is unusual in contrasting /kp/ and /kp”/, a rare distinction in 
the world’s languages. For example, 

/kpLikp"£/ "cough" 

/kakps/ "choose"[^] 
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
